ing times of peace. It is true that 
we have had a worse epidemic of 
infantile paralysis this year than 
we had for many years, but that 
is because we simply and sadly 
have to confess ignorance as to 
how that contagion is spread. Un­ 
til we do know, the situation will 
get no better, except for the nat­ 
ural fluctuations of the disea e. 


Public Health Improved 


But in spite of rationing and 
travel 
restrictions, or

impositions, in spite of the tension 
and tenseness of life, in spite of 
the enormous amount of attention 
paid to the health of the members 
of the armed forces our civil pop­ 
ulation has remained in wonderful 
health. Infant mortality is down, 
there is no, or little typhoid, 
school children diseases are at a 
minimum

For all this, due credit should be 
given to the public health adminis­ 
tration. federal, state, county and 
city, all over the land. 
It has been wonoered why in this 
w ar the italian troops were not 
better w arriors and the theory has 
been advanced th at they as well as 
the rest of the Italian population 
are physically weakened and de­ 
teriorated by the inroads of ma­ 
laria in Italy. The Italian health

Malaria in Southern Italy 


Not only is the health of the 
community at a low level, but the 
economic condition of the people is 
d tpressed. Much of the Southern 
Italian population is involved in a 
vicious circle of disease, undernu- 
trition, poor economic status, poor 
education, and a hopeless outlook 
for the future. With better public 
health in Italy the whole course of 
the Italian w ar effort might have 
been different 
There is nothing new about the 
idea because the degeneration of 
classical Greece has been univer­ 
sally attributed to the invasion of 
the country by m alaria about the 
fifth century B. C. The Greeks 
knew nothing about m alaya but 
today m alaria and its control is 
well understood, and if the Italians 
ha I used all the Knowledge avail­ 
able they coe Id have controlled the 
greater part of it, ju st as it has 
been done in this country, where 
m alaria used to be endemic all over 
the Mississippi Valley. 
Our health problems are not all 
solved by any means. W ith the re­ 
turn of soldiers and sailors some 
of them incapacitated either by 
injury or disease, some of them in 
m ental states th at are far from 
cooperative, we have a real job to 
do to get them back into condition 
so they will be healthy, able and 
self-respecting with abilities to be 
self-supporting. All the resources 
of social medicine will be neces­ 
sary for the successful accom­ 
plishm ent of this task.
